‘After the last war, in 1919-1920 
we gave a good extra meal a day, 
of 500 to 600 calories, or restora- 
tive food, to 10,000,000 children,” 
he said.

Acheson Assures Alarmed Arabs 
No Mediterranean Bases Sought

WASHINGTON, May 17—( UP) 
'The State Department Friday 


issued a reassuring statement to 


the Arab nations on this coun- 
try’s immediate intentions in 
Palestine, and at the same time 
denied that the United States is 
trying to establish a military base 
in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

In a note addressed simultane- 
ously to Egypt, Iraq, Lebanon, 
'Saudi Arabia and Syria, Acting 
Secreatry of State Dean Acheson 
reaffirmed the United States’ 
pledge to consult with both Arabs 
‘and Jews before deciding what ac- 
tion to take in the Palestine 
| crisis. 


Acheson said the Anglo-Ameri- 
can report on Palestine, which 
aroused bitter hostility and threats 
of reprisals throughout the Arab 
world, was still being studied by 
the United States and Britain and 
that no final decisions had been 
made. 

President Truman already had 
voiced approval of many phases 
of the report, including the recom- 
mendations that 100,000 Jewish 
refugees be permitted to enter 
Palestine immediately and that 


laws should be reformed. 

Those recommendations were 
denounced angrily by the five 
Arab states on May 10 in a joint

The patient may look healthy, but he isn’t. The mills keep 
turning to rayon and other fibers because they are as efficient and 
cheaper than cotton. 


We have been writing. about this for some years. “Flight From 
Cotton.” I don’t know how good an economist Peter F. Drucker is. 
Economists are somewhat like psychiatrists. That is, they run to 
schools and look down their noses at one another. 

But it seems that Peter F. Drucker is a good 
Recommended one. He has written for the current Harper’s 
Magazine, after a tour and study of each cotton-growing region, a 
piece entitled “Exit King Cotton.” I recommend it in entirety. I 
herewith present the opening paragraphs with the hope you will buy 
a copy from a newsstand or go to your home town’s public library 
and borrow a copy. It will make us all think. It begins: 


“The Deep South is entering upon a process of change as dra- 
matic, as rapid, and as profound as any of the major waves of the 
Industrial Revolution. During the next decade both the geographical 
distribution and the nature of cotton farming will shift sensationally. 
The baqgkward and poverty-stricken agriculture of the old Cotton 
Belt is likely to become efficient and moderately prosperous. But 
in the process millions of people—-especially Negro tenant farmers 
and sharecroppers—will be driven off the land, with results which 
will deeply affect the secial structure of this nation, North as well 
as South. 


“The basic reason for this change? 
from cotton. 


“The mechanical cotton picker is no longer a promise or a 
threat, it is a reality. Last year, for the first time, fully mechan- 
ized cotton was grown on commercial farms in the South, with 
planting, thinning, weeding, defoliating, and picking all done by 
machine. The rapid spread of the cotton picker in the old Cotton 
Belt was temporarily checked by wartime shortages which restricted 
the supply to a few dozen machines, but the engineering problems 
have all been solved, and mass production is about to begin. In 
Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico and Arizona, where the much 
simpler mechanical cotton stripper can be used, mechanized farms 
already account for more than one-quarter of the total crop. And 
almost the entire sugar crop in Louisiana and Florida is now being 
harvested by the mechanical cane cutter which was introduced 
just before the war. 


“Yet mechanization of farming is only one of the major changes 
that are going on in Southern agriculture today. There is a whole- 
sale shift away from cotton. All through Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas, cotton land—even good cotton land-is being converted 
into pasture or sown to small grains. In many counties, particularly 
in Central Alabama, livestock has become the major product. Three 
big grain elevators—rightly regarded by Southerners themselves 
as the symbol of an agriculfural revolution—have been built by 
Quaker Oats in the very heart of the Mississippi Delta. And in 
the Piedmont, the badly eroded ahd depleted small hillside farms 
are being abandoned in entire districts and the land turned into 
forests.”

Red Army Experiment 


Editor Constitution: There is a 
lot of talk about the caste system 
in our Army. 

By and large our officers are 
a fine and human bunch of men 
needing no defense of their hon- 
or and integrity. There are some) 
lightweights in any big organiza- | 
tion. I hold no brief for those 
nit-wits, but I do think it is a 
crying shame that our Army offi- 
cers as a whole should be so black- 
ened on account of the faults of 
so few. We had to organize quick- 
ly and almost from scratch after | 
Pear] Harbor so it is no surprise | 
that some misfits got in during, 
the mad rush. The result has 
been a post-war agitation for what 
is called the democratization of 
our armed forces. That is not 
possible in an efficient defense or- 
ganization. Russia tried it and it 
did not work. In 1917 the Rus- 
sians abolished all distinctions be- 
tween officers and enlisted men. 
Lenin banned all ranks, insignia, 
decorations and signs of distinc- 
tion. 

Another order required all ieee | 


cers be elected by the soldiers. 
There were no salutes, no order- 
lies for officers, no separate | 
messes, clubs or quarters for of-| 
ficers. Is that what some of our! 
griping GIs want in our armed | 
services? It did not work out in| 
Red Russia during thé 1920s and 
early 1930s. The top soldiers, the 
leader became more and more, 
segregated from the enlisted men | 
and in 1935 a decree was issued | 
re-establishing ranks for officers | 
and the wearing of insignia and | 
instituting a system of promotions | 
for officers. | 

Then in 1940 a new decree was | 
found necessary to tighten up 
' discipline and generally revamp 
the whole military organization. 
Russia was then at war and the 
democratization ideas were found 
wanting. In 1943 another decree 
restored shoulder straps on offi- 
cers uniforms to denote consti- 
tuted authority. They established | 
an officer corps, and revived the | 
institution of orderlies. The offi- 
cers have cPubs separate from the 
enlisted men and there are now 
12 ranks among Red Army offi-| 
cers—junior lieutenant to marshal. 
There is now about as much caste 
and pomp in the Russian Army | 
as was formerly found in the’ 
German Army. |

As you read of the hundreds of severely handicapped Georgians 
who have been made self-supporting, worthy and contributing 
citizens of the State, the stories told in this little magazine, you 
cannot help but feel a new determination, a new confidence in your- 
self. “If these handicapped can do as they are doing,” you say to 
yourself, “surely I must count myself fortunate, surely I should 


never become discouraged.” 

: : ° There is, for instance, Archie Dean Wilson, 
Blind Since Birth formerly of McRae, a graduate of the Geor- 
gia Academy for the Blind. -He is now 31 and has been blind 
since birth. He operates a candy and cigarette stand at a large 
Atlanta industrial plant. He nets more than $40 weekly and is a 
valued citizen of this community. He is no leaner on society. He 
is a lifter, one who supports himself and helps others. 


Another graduate of the Academy for the Blind, another Geor- 
gian without sight since birth, is Cecil Elmore, piano tuner em- 
ployed in Brunswick. 

Then there is Clark Williams, of Waycross, Negro. He found 
himself going blind three years ago, with a wife and three chil- 
dren to support. 

He had a pretty tough time when his sight first went. If-it 
hadn’t been for his wife, who did housework, his little family 
would have been without food. He was tried, by the Rehabilita- 
tion Service, on a couple of jobs. The first was satisfactory, but 
the plant closed. The second was work Clark could not perform. 
But the third clicked. He is now earning a good living for him- 
self and family as a scaler and cleaner in a fish market. 


Ira Vickers, of Waycross, lost his right arm 
Insurance Man in a cotton gin. He found his place in the 
insurance business and has represented his company in Waycross 
a little over a year. He is earning a good living for his family 
and a substantial place in business. His superior says he is just. 
about tops among 15 agents, being at least equal in his work with 
any of the others. 

Sometimes it is not training so much as removal of the handi- 
cap that is needed. Take the case of Jake. A farmer, 54, strong 
and healthy, but so deaf it was dangerous for him to perform most 
farm operations. Too, Jake’s reading ability was rudimentary, so 
it was hard to communicate with him. 

The Division of Vocational Rehabilitation sent Jake to a clinic. 
He was examined by a specialist. A hearing aid was given him. 
Now he can hear ordinary-voiced conversation. He can drive his 
own truck, drive a tractor and so on. 

His wife, Mrs. Jake, says, “. .. he can hear the hogs crackin’ 
corn. First thing a morning he’s a listenin’ to the farm program 
on the radio. He never could hear the radio before, but now he 
sticks to it like a dog to a raw hide.”

Should Be Approved - 


™ WASHINGTON—One of the most forward. 
| a looking pieces of legislation ever conceived in the 
” interest of suffering humanity is now being con- 
sidered by the House Foreign Relations Committee. | 
It is the Pepper-Neely bill to appropriate $100,000,000 for a 
supreme effort to discover means of curing and preventing cancer, 
dread disease that takes the lives of some 170,000 Americans every 
year. 
According to the noted authority, Dr. Frank Adair, President. 


' of the American Cancer Society, there are 17,000,000 Americans now 


living who will die of cancer unless its cause and cure can be found 
in their lifetime. , 


During the late war our total casualties due to enemy action 
amounted to 273,000, a staggering enough total. 


But how much more staggering are the cancer casualties during 
a part of the same period. Figures certified by the United States 
Bureau of the Census reveal that deaths from cancer in the United 
States during the years 1942, 1943 and 1944 totaled 501,019. 


Thus, counting the months of 1945 in which we were still at 
war—the bloodiest part of the conflict—the total cancer deaths 
were more than twice what our war casualties were. 

During the war we spent considerably 


2 Billions on Bomb more than $2,000,000,000 on the atomie 


bomb project. We put forth this tremendous effort in a vast experie 
mental project to develop weapons which would enable us to win 
the war and to reduce the toll of casualties imposed by the war. 


If we spent $2,000,000,000 to end a war that cost us 273,000 lives 
over a period of three years and eight months, certainly, it would 
seem, we should be willing to appropriate $100,000,000 on a medical 
research project which is aimed at the saving of twice as many 
lives in: the same length of time. 


The total cost of the war, of course, was far more than the 
$2,000,000,000 we put in the atomic bomb project, just as the 
continual war on cancer, measured in the medical attention sought 
by its victims, is far greater than the $100,000,000 that is proposed 
to be spent in finding a cure. 


What the proponents of the bill would have us do is approach 
the problem of cancer and its cure in the same manner we did the 
secret of atomic energy. 


Without the vast governmental appropriations that were made 
there can be little doubt that we would have been a long way yet 
from exploiting the secrets of atomic energy. 


It is no less reasonable to suppose that if the Federal Government 
sponsors in a similar way a great research project for the discovery 
of the cause and cure of cancer wé@ will be equally successful. 


To many people $100,000,000 may seem like a lot of money to 
devote to a project of the kind. But measured in the possible sav- 
ings that may result in human lives, in lessening the burden of 
suffering victims, the price seems puny in comparison. 

Perhaps the most shocking thing about — 


We Just Sat Back the whole proposal is that it has not been 


adopted before. Year after year we as a nation have sat by and 
seen this, one of the most dreaded diseases of them all, take a 
mounting toll of the lives of our people. What we have done to 
prevent it has been inconsequential. 

Those who are in position to know have testified in the hearings 
on the Pepper-Neely bill that the total annual expenditure for cancer 
research in the United States has been a paltry $1,500,000. 

Far more than that is spent on less devastating but more adver 
tised diseases. / 

It must be obvious that present research activities are greatiy 
inadequate. 

With the $100,000,000 fund it is proposed that the government 
set up a research laboratory that will command the co-operation 
of the world’s leading scientists. That is exactly how we solved 
the problem of the atomic bomb. We brought in on the project 
the leading physicists and nuclear experts of the world, or those 
that. were accessible. 

If we do the same thing with carter we should be able to find 
a cure. Scientists have to live like everyone else. They have to 
be supported in their experiments in a way that is in keeping with 
the work they do. 

The $100,000,000 fund should be adequate for all practical pur- 
poses. Congress should approve the bill-in the interest not only 
of our own people—those 17,000,000 living Americans who are des- 
tined to die of cancer—but in the interest of humanity. 

It has the: possibility of paying us dividends in the health and 
— of our people far out of proportion to the expenditure 
involved.
